MOTHER SIX MONTHS IN 
THE WORKHOUSE. 


SHE ALSO BEAT HER HUSBAND. 


Shocking Case of Inhuman Whipping 
of Little Ones Brought Out 
in a Police 
Court. 


Covered with bruises from head to foot, 
Gertrude Patterson, a bright-eyed, intelli. 
gent looking child, took the witness stand 
in the Second District Police Court Monday 
and spoke five words which gent her step- 
mother to the Workhouse for six months, 
under a fine of $100. “She used a horse 
whip,’ the little one said, pointing to the 
many scars. 

Near her stood her 7-year-old brother, who 
presented even a more pitiful gight, and 
her aged husband, who also more marks of 
the rage of a drunken wife. 

In passing sentence upon the stepmother, 
Mrs. Annie Patterson, Judge Stevenson 
said that the case was one of the most 
flagrant he had ever seen. 

Two weeks ago the Pattersons cae to 
St. Louis from Effingham, Ill, where they 
lived for ten months previous. Their sole 
possessions consisted of a few pieces of 
furniture and the bare necessities of lif». 
Patterson had just received his quarterly 
check for,$72 pension money and what was 
left of tWis after paying the expense of 
moving he turned over to his wife to lay in 
a supply of food. 

Part of this money she spent for groceries 
and the rest for liquor. 

When in her cups she was in the habit 
of beating her stepchildren on the slighteat 
provocation, and Saturday night she drove 
John, aged 7, into the street, She kept him 
in the cold for an hour. Upon et hee 
him to enter the house again, she whippe 
him severely and sent him to bed without 
supper. 

During the week she had kicked and 
cuffed both of the little ones until their 
hodies were covered from head to foot with 
bruises. When tired of this. she scratched 
them on their faces and necks. 

Sunday she took the boy down and passed 
a part of the day in company with a lot of 
negroes. For them she bought food and 
liquor, She drank steadily and upon her ar- 
rival at home drove her husband out of 
doors. Then she whipped both of the*chil- 
dren with a rawhide. 

When her husband, who is old and feeble 
and almost in his dotage, mustered strength 
enough to try and protect his children, she 
struck him on the head with the rawhide. 
This did not stop the old man and she 
picked up a coal shovel and broon™’ isk, 
and, striking him repeatedly, drove him out 
doors again. 

The row attracted the neighbors and one 
of them ran to the Fourth District Police 
Station for aid. Policeman Roach hurried 
down to the houee, 7 
Inside he could hear the ewish-swish of 
the whip as the drunken woman plied it 
over the shouldters of the boy, who was 
begging the mother to stop. 

The policeman placed her under arreét 
and she was taken to the stationhouee. 
When she was brought into court Monday 
morning the weman stolidly sat while her 
husband told the etory of her brutality. 
John Quinn, a neighbor, corroborated Pat- 
terson’s tale and produced both the child- 
ren. 

Judge Stevenson examined the little ones 
and called the woman to the stand. 

She claimed that she had only punished 
the children upon their father’s orders, and 
denied striking the old man. 

She was fined $100, and being unable to 
pay, she was sent to the Workhouse, where 
she will remain for six months.

Young Men and Women Will Be Given 


Practical Education. 


A schol for the training of young men and 
women in missionary and slum work will be 
operated in conjunction with the Union Mis- 
sion, 14322 Franklin avenue, 

Rev. M. B. Gott, who is In charge of the 
mission work, will instruct the first class 
this week at the mission house on Franklin 
avenue, and Mrs. Mary E, Otto at the Hepn- 
Zibah Home will instruct the young wos. 
en's elass, 

The idea originated with Mr. Gott, 

‘its purpose is to render more effective the 
g00d work Union Mission is doing. In his 
, congregation Mr. Gott says he has found 
| Mmany young people who desire to do active 
slum work, but they are handicapped by 
lack of training. 

The course of study will be three months 
and no one will be permitted to represent 
the mission in the slums until he has a 
diploma. 

There will be daily Bible study from 10 to 
ll a. m.

Mary Kersting Escapes From 
Chestnut Street. — 


MORPHINE BOTTLE HER AID. 


WAS A CHILD WIFE AND HER 
FIRST HUSBAND TRIED 
TO KILL HER. 


PROVED UNFAITHFUL TO ALL. 


Two Years Ago She Dared William 
Huttinger to Fire and He Dia So, 
Then Turned the Weapon 
Upon Himself. 


Much that was tragic was crowded fnto 
the life of Mrs, Mary E. Kersting, who died 
at the City Hospital shortly before noon 
Monday from the effects of morphine taken 
Sunday night with suicidal intent. 

Mrs. Kersting had been married three 
times, though she was yet under % years 
of age when she died, and when she swal- 


lowed the fatal draught she was living In @ 
Chestnut street resort under the name of 
Nellie Williams. 

In October, 189, William Huttinger, ker 
first husband, with whom she had not lived 
for several years, fired a bullet in her right 
temple, and then turning the revolver on 
himself,sent a ball through his heart, dying 
immediately. 

She married Huttinger when she was 1 
years old. He drank and failed to support 
her, and she obtained a divorce. Subse- 
quently she married John Sheehan, a steam- 
boat man, She lived with him a few years, 
but was finally divorced. Bight years ago 
she married John Kersting. a Peoria hack 
driver, with whom she-lived until the trag- 
edy of 1896. Since then she led an aban- 
doned life. Of late she drank heavily, and 
Sunday, while despondent, she sought relief 
in the drug that carries away so many 
women of her class. 

Mrs. Kersting came down from Peorla 
during the fall of 1896 to visit her mother, 
Mis. Catharine Ford, who at that. time 
lived at 1016 Sidney street. Her mother 
broke ny housekeeping and Mrs. Kertain 
went to live with a cousin, William Fox, a 
1803 Arsenal street. 

Her first husband, Huttinger, was a huck- 
ster, and lived with his mother on Miesourt 
avenue. Though he had been divorced from 
his former wife many years, he was still In- 
fatuated with her and was insanely jealous, 
Mrs. Kersting cared nothing for im and 
though he had threatened her life on nu- 
merous occasions she did not fear him. 

On the evening of Oct. ® Joseph Sarvies, 
a butcher, accompanied her to the house 
at 18038 Arsenal street. Huttinger wae at the 
house when they arrived. He showed that 


ified by Sarvies, who bought beer for the 
crowd. Huttinger was a slave to drink and 
his craving for beer was stronger than h‘s 
jealousy for his wife. 

Finally Mrs. Kersting arose and eaid ake 
intendal going and paying her grocery bill. 
Huttinger said he would go with her. The 
woman objected and said Sarvies would ac- 
company her. The three were outside when 
thie conversation was finished. 

Then Huttinger told her if she persisted 
in refusing him he would kill her. She only 
laughed at him. He had threatened her so 
often she had no fear of him whatever. 

With his brain muddled with beer he told 
her again that he would kill her, 

“I dare you to shoot,”’ was the reply. “If 
you don’t go back I'l! call the police.” 

In an instant Huttinger had drawn his 
revolver. There was a puff of smoke and 
a report. The woman fell to the floor. A 
bullet had entered her temple. Then be- 
fore Sarvies could prevent the revolver 
again was fired and Huttinger fell dead,

EMIL BRUNSMAN’S WIFE HAS A 
WORD OR TWO TO SAY 
ABOUT HER HUSBAND. 


SHE HAD TO SUPPORT HIM. 


Loves Him Still, but Believes He 
Should Suffer Punishment 
as Weil as She. 


Mrs. Emil Brunsman, known to the Fed- 
eral authorities as Lulu Raines. and now in 
jail pending trial for swindling by means of 


matrimonial advertisements. has written 
a letter to the Post-Dispatch, giving her 
version of, the story. She maintains that 


Em:1, who is charged with the same offense, 
and who is more lucky than his wife, being 
out on bail, {is not the innocent young fel- 
low he would like to appear. 

“I am only a woman,” she writes, “and 
I don’t see why I should bear the blame 
alone. He has helped to make me what I 
am. Emil igs my third husband, and he is 
the only man I ever loved. I am not 
ashamed to say I still love h'm and that I 
always shall, I do not believe in hypnot- 
ism, neither do his people, but they have 
told him to say that and hope the plea will 
clear him. He was attracted either by his 
love for me or by my money—I don't know 
which now. Once I thought it was love.” 

Then she tells of her meeting with Emil 
and their marriage as follows: 

“Two years ago I had a furnished house 
at 1602 Pine street and a photograph gallery 
at 819 Franklin avenue. I had $200 in bank 
and was engaged to marry a letter carrier. 
I met Emil about this time and loved him 
from the first. He was then engaged to a 
pretty German girl and he forsook her as 
I did the letter carrier. 

“He at once asked me for money and I 
gave him all I had. Then he coaxed me to 
seH my photograph gallery and I did. Fi- 
nally he wanted me to go with him to 
( hicago, and I agreed, providing he marry 
me. We were married in Belleville, and 
when we returned to St. Louis his mother 


took him from me. A few days later he 
came back to me and cried like a child. 
Then we went to Chicago. There he did 


not try to work and depended upon me to 
support him. I loved him and I did so. Af- 
ter awhile we returned to St. Louis and 
took rooms at 2609 P_ne street. I pawned all 
my jeweiry for him and at last there was 
no money left. Then he told me how to 
make some and I did as he said. 

“lL fed him, dressed him and even gave 
him money for his mother. One night I 
was arrested, and while I was in jail he 
never came near me. But I wags no sooner 
free than he came around again, crying and 
begging me to help h'm. 

“After that I began inserting those mat- 
rimonial advertisements and the proceeds 
went to Emil. 1 had one man, who wrote 
me love letters, send me a mandolin, which 
I gave to Emil, and another sent me a box 
of cigars for him. Em'] would open all 
my letters, and when the dupes would send 
me money orders I would indorse them over 
to him and he would cash them, 

‘“‘He wrote many advertisements and in- 
serted them in newspapers. The Federal 
authorities have proof of ail this and he 
Will be punished as well as lI. 

“Yes, I am guilty, but he is as much in 
the mud as I am in the mire, and, although 
I love him, I think he should be punished 
as well as the woman who is Known to the 
police as Lulu Raines.’’

Brown was his own lawyer, and he ~had 
fun with his witnesses, He was charged 
with stealing some porterhouse steaks from 
a butchers wagon. He got the butcher 
tangled up, and finally secured an admis- 
sion from the witness that he could not 
swear positively the prisoner was the man 
he saw running away. 

Hie was not so successful with 
liceman who arrested him.
